Teachers 
A  year  ago  we  reported  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Russell 
Raymond  as  teacher  in  the  Gale  school.  Miss  Nina  Usko  of 
Newport,  a  graduate  of  Keene,  was  assigned  to  this  school 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year.

The  enrollment  of  Gilmanton  pupils  in  high  schools, 
continues  high.  There  are  12  in  Alton,  13  in  Pittsfield,  14 
in  Laconia,  3  in  Belmont  and  1  in  Concord. 


Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

The  Health  of  the  Gilmanton  children  has  been  un- 
usually good  this  year.  There  have  been  no  serious  epidem- 
ics to  interrupt  school  attendance. 

Several  clinics  for  Gilmanton  pupils  have  taken  care 
of  some  of  the  physical  defects.  Eight  children  had  tonsil 
and  adenoid  operations ;  six  had  glasses  fitted  in  school 
clinics,  while  five  were  done  by  private  means ;  and  three 
had  dental  work  done.  In  Pre-school  clinics,  under  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  about  27  had  physical  examinations, 
while  10  received  the  toxoid  treatment  which  protects  them 
from  diphtheria  for  life.  There  are  now  35  of  the  132  pu- 
pils in  Gilmanton  who  are  safe  from  this  disease. 
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The  greatest  need  of  the  Gilmanton  Schools  is  for 
dental  clinics.  Only  10%  of  the  pupils  in  the  schools  have 
had  the  benefits  of  dental  work.  This  leaves  90^  with 
aching,  abscessed  teeth  pulling  down  the  resistance  of  the 
children  to  disease  and  causing  pain  and  discomfort  as  well 
as  much  of  the  absence  from  school.  It  is  very  difficult  to 
organize  dental  clinic  work  in  Gilmanton  because  the  schools 
are  so  wide1.y  separated  in  different  sections  of  the  town. 
This  work  is  not  practical  without  sponsorship  and  thus  far 
no  organization  or  group  has  been  found  to  be  interested  in 
undertaking  this  work  in  any  secti<  n  of  the  village.
